Referendum election set May 27 


Local physicians face 
crucial malpractice 
insurance cost issue

(This is the first in a series of four 
articles). 
Medical malpractice insurance has 
been the recent topic of a swarm of 
newspaper and magazine articles as 
well as television news stories Though 
the problem may be less evident here. 
Lompoc 
physicians 
are 
deeply 
immersed in the crisis. 
An increasing number of insurance 
companies across the country have 
drastically hiked their malpractice 
insurance premiums or have withdrawn 
from the market completely. 
According to Bob Marvin, executive 
director of the Santa Barbara County 
Medical Society, Lompoc physicians, 
until recently, were covered by one of 
four insurance companies. Casualty 
Indemnity Exchange withdrew from the 
market 
a 
year 
ago 
and 
Pacific 
Indemnity has just recently withdrawn. 
Of the two left, Imperial Insurance 
limits 
its 
coverage 
to 
preferred 
physicians, determined by a physician's 
history and his category of practice. 
Most Lompoc physicians are presently 
insured under Travelers, according to 
Marvin. By contract with the Society, 
Travelers is limited to a IS per cent 
annual increase in 
its malpractice 
insurance premium rates. However, 
said Marvin, since Jan. 1 they have 
asked for a 100 per cent increase 
effective July 1 for those they now 
insure; effective April 1 for new 
applicants. 
Marvin added that even if doctors 
agreed to pay a 100 per cent increase 
this year. Travelers representatives 
said they couldn’t guarantee coverage in

Cambodian 
military 
commanders 
moved troops to block breaches in the 
city’s defense line to keep Khmer Rouge 
rebels from breaking through. The 
rebels are within four miles of the 
besieged capital. 
The ailing president flew first to the 
U.S. B52 air base at Utapao in Thailand 
aboard an Air Cambodge Caravelle jet 
with his family and staff members and 
then on to Indonesia. Indonesian Foreign 
Minister Adam Malik said he would 
remain about 10 days before continuing 
to the United States.< 
Before he left, Lon Nol reviewed a 
guard of honor drawn up in the palace 
courtyard and bowed with clasped hands 
in a Buddhist tribute before the 
Cambodian flag, tears in his eyes. He 
then boarded a helicopter with his wife 
and three children for the airport.

The fate of the proposed $36-million Exxon Corp. onshore oil and gas 
processing plant — and possibly the oil corporation’s plans for extracting oil 
from its Santa Ynez Unit lease in the western Santa Barbara Channel — will 
be decided at a county-wide election Tuesday, May 27 
By a 4-1 vote — with Supervisor Harrell Fletcher dissenting — the Board of 
Supervisors designated the referendum vote date that had been the subject of 
wide controversy. 
Earlier, a motion by Supervisor James M Slater to rescind the rezoning 
ordinance giving Exxon the green light to build a plant in Las Flores Canyon 
west of Goleta had failed when opposed by the three supervisors who had 
voted for the ordinance last Feb 10. 
The referendum date was set after County Clerk Howard Menzel told the 
board that a recount of signatures of voters on petitions of opponents of the 
Exxon project showed a sufficiency to call an election or allow the board to 
void its own ordinance 
Menzel had authorized a recount on the basis of legal objections raised by 
Exxon counsel, Stanley Hatch, concerning asserted lack of deputization of 
petition checkers in the initial count the previous week 


The recount of the first 13,750 of more than 22,000 signatures filed had 
showed 10,843 to be valid - with only 9,204 needed. 
There had been conjecture that both Board chairman Francis Beattie, of 
Lompoc, and Fletcher, of Santa Maria, would hold out for an election date in 
the summer — after dispersal of UC Santa Barbara students from the Isla 
Vista campus community The feeling was that most students are antioil and 
shouldn’t be influencing vital county decisions such as the Exxon project, 
while having residence elsewhere 
Before the board voted to support Supervisor Robert E Kallman's motion 
for the May 27 date, there was haggling over its wording and charges and 
counter-charges hurled by Slater and Hatch at one point and by Supervisor 
Beattie and Sierra Club spokesman Walter Relis in another caustic exchange 
The resolution as approved specifies that the rezoning involves land owned 
by Exxon, U.S.A., and by the State of California and Southern Pacific Co The 
ballot measure will also state the canyon site selected for the Exxon plant will 
be 20 miles west of Santa Barbara between El Capitan and Refugio Canyons in 
the area of Corral and Las Flores Canyons Left out will be the narrow 
approval votes by the county supervisors (3-2) and by the planning 
commission (5-4).

"Something has happened in the last 12 
months to increase settlements in 
m edical 
m alpractice 
ca ses 
dramatically. There has been a serious 
deterioration in the situation." 
Hess did say that Travelers’ 100 per 
cent requested increase in medical 
malpractice insurance premiums would 
vary greatly depending on the doctor's 
specialty. 
“Some doctors will experience a 
sharp increase,” he said. "Others may 
hardly be affected.” 
No one, from the County Medical 
Society; to their Los Angeles insurance 
brokers, Johnson and Higgins; to the 
home insurance offices themselves 
could or would divulge how much had 
been paid out by Lompoc doctors in 
malpractice insurance premiums in the 
last ten years in relation to the amount 
paid out in settlements in that time. Nor 
would they say what percentage of those 
funds paid in were kept as reserve 
against future settlements. 
A Los Angeles Times article recently 
stated that a North Carolina insurance 
company’s actual paid losses and 
expenses from 1956 to 1974 amounted to 
less than 20 per cent of the total written 
premium for that time, according to 
that state’s insurance commissioner. 
Hess admitted that Travelers has only 
been in the Santa Barbara County 
malpractice insurance market for a 
year and that their actions are being 
drawn, not from actual losses to their 
company, 
but 
from 
records 
of 
companies 
who 
previously 
insured 
Southern California doctors and are 
withdrawing from the market. 
Hess referred to an eight to 14 year 
"tail" between the discovery of the 
injury and the actual payment to the 
plaintiff by the insurance company, as 
part of the problem in determining a 
company’s losses during any one year... 
this coupled with inflation. 
So far, Marvin doesn’t know of any 
physicians who have been forced out of 
practice in the Lompoc area due to the 
problem. He feels that Santa Barbara 
County has less of a malpractice 
problem than cities like Los Angeles and 
says this is borne out statistically. 
"I think this is due to a more personal 
relationship between the patient and the 
doctor in our area," he said. 
Marvin attributes the problem to 
three factors: the increase in the 
frequency of malpractice suits due to a 
less 
personal 
relationship 
between 
patient and doctor, an increase in the 
dollar amount of settlements and the 
depressed economy. 
Meanwhile some local doctors say 
that if they can’t get coverage next year, 
they’ll be driven out of business. 
"I’m optimistic that we’U have 
a 
viable program ami won’t have to cancel 
next year," said Hess. “If, on the other 
hand, this is the beginning of a social 
change — if this rate of increase (in 
company 
payments) 
continues, 
we 
won’t be able to deal with the problem in 
the normal way."

Downtown revitalization committee 
agrees to four-block improvement

Sparring with words, members of the 
Downtown Revitalization Committee 
came to a tentative agreement last night 
about proposed improvements on a four- 
block downtown area. 
In a tactful and relatively well- 
organized 
presentation, 
the 
Revitalization 
Committee 
reviewed 
their 
progress, 
the 
funding 
and 
merchant response to a three-year-old 
attempt 
to 
reverse 
the 
declining 
assessed 
valuation 
of 
Lompoc’s 
downtown area. 
The meeting, held in the City Hall 
conference room, began with a review 
of the project’s history by Community 
Development Director A1 Autry and City 
Engineer Barry Gustafson. Beginning 
with a study of the downtown area in 
mid-1972 
and 
formation 
of 
the 
Downtown Revitalization Committee in 
March of last year, progress has come 
through various twists and turns to the 
present point . . . a point which Autry 
feels to be a very crucial point in the 
project. 
Plans for a four-block area from G to I 
Streets; from Ocean Avenue to Cypress 
were 
presented 
last 
night. 
Improvements on G Street have already 
been completed to the tune of $37,000, 
mostly from street improvement funds. 
Improvements include angle parking, 
landscaping and additional lighting, 
according 
to 
Gene 
Wahlers, 
city 
administrator. 
Similar improvements on H and 1 


Streets await some type of commitment 
from the property owners and tenants 
.along both sides of the streets. This is 
the crucial point. 
The 
Lompoc 
City 
Council 
has 
requested two things from the downtown 
merchants and property owners; one, 
that they complete agreements to do 
some type of remodeling to their own 
buildings along an early California 
theme and, two, that the majority of the 
property owners and tenants on both 
sides of H and I Streets agree to the 
proposed plan of improvement. 
Gustafson, in presenting the plans to 
the 27 present, pointed out that there 
would be a loss of 11 parking places in 
the H Street block. He explained that 
eight of the losses were due to traffic 
safety improvements . . . getting 
parking away from the intersection. 
Three 
losses 
would 
be 
due 
to 
landscaping. 
Pending merchant approval of the 
plan and completion of formal contracts 
with 
each 
merchant 
as 
to 
what 
improvements he will make, the plans 
for H and I Streets will be finished 
sometime in May and be open for bids, 
according to Gustafson. Construction 
will hopefully start sometime after the 
flower 
festival. 
Cypress 
Street 
improvements 
will 
be 
open 
for 
construction 
bids 
next 
Tuesday 
Hopefully, these improvements will be 
made prior to the flower festival. 
Bill Paulin of Paulin Floor Coverings 
expressed his concern over the loss of 
parking places on H Street and asked 


what provisions have been made for 
additional parking. Autry admitted that 
this was a good point and said that while 
they had looked at several possibilities, 
they are counting on the participation of 
the property owners and tenants in that 
area to find a solution. 
"There are vacant properties m that 
area at the present time," said Autry. 
"We had hoped through participation of 
the property owners that we could 
utilize basic non-productive property for 
off street parking purposes." 
Alan Davidson, city attorney, pointed 
out that eight of the property owners 
involved had already signed tentative 
agreements as to what they would do to 
their buildings. 
He anticipated no 
problem turning these into formal 
contracts. The signers represent almost 
50 per cent of the frontage property 
involved, he said. 
Funding for the projects will come 
mostly from street improvement funds. 
Besides the $37,000 already spent on G 
Street, 
Wahlers 
anticipates 
an 
expenditure of 
between $80,000 to 
$100,000 for improvements on H and I 
Streets 
Wählers added that $89,000 of the 
Community Development Bloc Grant 
funds have been earmarked for this 
year’s project. A study will be made of 
«n extended nine-block downtown area 
before such funds will be spent in any 
particular area. A $15,000 rehabilitation 
fund is also available but not all of it is

for

SAIGON (UPI) - North Vietnamese 
tanks and infantry today overran the 
coastal cities of Qui Nhon, Tuy Hoa and 
Nha Trang as government defenses 
crumbled and the threat to Saigon 
increased by the hour. Rumors of a 
possible coup swept the capital 
South Vietnamese President Nguyen 
Van Thieu abruptly canceled a meeting 
with U.S. Chief of Staff Gen Frederick 
Weyand, 
President 
Ford’s 
special 
envoy, on the eve of his departure for the 
United States. No public explanation 
was given. 
Former Foreign Minister Vu Van 
Mau, a militant Buddhist who helped 
engineer the overthrow of the late 
President Ngo Dinh Diem a decade ago, 
joined Vice President Nguyen Cao Ky 
today in asking Thieu to resign. Ky 
abruptly canceled an interview with 
foreign newsmen, saying he was too 
tired. 
Hanoi 
Radio 
demanded 
Thieu’s 
overthrow but offered to negotiate a 
peace with a new government in Saigon 
In a broadcast monitored in Tokyo it 
called Thieu the "mam obstacle to the 
settlement of political questions in 
Vietnam’’ 
and 
called 
for 
an 
administration standing for peace, in­ 
dependence, democracy, (and) national 
concord." 
It also repeated Hanoi’s seven-point 
program of leniency for soldiers, police 
and officials who defect to the Viet 
Cong 
While government troops abandoned 
millions of dollars of U.S. equipment in 
their panicky flight—some sources said 
more than $1 billion worth —the first 
plane of a U S. emergency airlift arrived 
in Saigon today with 14 106 mm 
howitzers and ammunition. 
It was a drop in the bucket for the 
defense of Saigon where panic was 
increasing and foreigners began fleeing 
the country. President Ford has blamed 
the current debacle on failure of the U.S. 
Congress to grant more military aid to 
the Saigon government. 
Military sources said Communist 
tanks swept through Nha Trang s streets 
virtually 
unopposed 
today 
as 
government troops fled, and Communist 
soldiers broke into the town jail and 
freed all the Viet Cong prisoners inside 
The province chief made a frantic 
telephone call to Saigon command 
headquarters, the sources said 
“I am leaving,” he was quoted as 
saying 
"The situation is hopeless 
Then he hung up without waiting for 
orders. 
The government abandoned Qui Nhon, 
South Vietnam’s fourth largest city 250 
miles north of Saigon, without a fight, 
and the loss of Binh Dinh province 
became inevitable. 
Tuy Hoa, 44 miles south of Qui Nhon, 
was evacuated by boat this morning, 
military sources said 
The attack on Nha Trang, 188 miles 
northeast 
of 
Saigon 
forced 
the 
government to move its headquarters 
for the central region of South Vietnam 
20 miles south to Cam Ranh Bay. 
military sources said 
They 
said 
the 
only 
effective 
government units in the Nha Trang area 
were rangers involved in heavy fighting 
north of the city, near Due My training 
center and the town of Nmh Hoa 
Nha Trang. the capital of Khanh Hoa 
Province, 
once 
served 
as 
the 
headquarters for the U.S. Green Berets 
in Vietnam It has a population of 170.000 
persons, swollen by 60.000 refugees from 
northern areas seized by the Com­ 
munists 
It was the 15th provincial capital lost 
to the Communists, who completely 
control all of 13 provinces and more than 
half of South Vietnam’s territory 


There was no indication how many 
Americans from the U.S. Consulate in 
Nha Trang were in the city when the 
Communists 
moved 
in.

already fled, Americans at Qhi Nhon 
and Tuy Hoa already had left 


Who will write 
ballot argument?

Who will write the ballot 
argument in support of the 
Exxon Corp rezoning allowing 
a processing plant west of 
Goleta’’ 
County supervisors approved 
a motion Monday by Supervisor 
Robert E. Kallman that Board 
chairman Francis H. Beattie 
do so Beattie had voted for the 
rezoning, which was adopted by 
a 3-2 vote Feb. 10. 
‘Somebody’s got to write it,” 
said Kallman, who had also 
voted for the rezoning 
But 
Beattie, 
after 
considering the matter after 
the vote, turned to County 
Counsel George Kading and 
told him to “ write it.” 
Kading didn't lose time in 
turning down the politically 
ticklish task. 
Seeing it as in the nature of a 
“ hot potato,” 
Kading told 
Beattie: 
"I feel it is an unfair burden 
for us to do so. " 
The matter was seemingly 
left unresolved as Beattie told 


Kading “ We'll work it out.” 
Conservation leaders who 
had spearheaded the successful 
referendum 
petition 
drive 
indicated 
they 
would 
get 
together to draw up arguments 
against the rezoning ordinance 
to be sent out to the voters. 
There was consternation for 
a moment after Kallman had 
designated Beattie to present 
the county's argument, with 
mention made of preparing the 
“ rebuttal section" also. 
What’s 
that? 
“ What’s 
that?” 
members 
of 
the 
audience cried out, as Slater 
also became excited, with 
many assuming Beattie would 
write the arguments both pro 
and con to go to the voters. 
Later, Kallman explained 
that he felt Beattie, as board 
chairman, should prepare the 
“ rebuttal section in favor” of 
the rezoning, and didn’t mean 
Beattie would prepare both 
arguments. 
County Clerk Howard Menzel 
said his office will have to 
receive the arguments by April 
8 to be printed in time for the 
election.

Fletcher 
had 
sought 
to 
include the fact that the 
supervisors and planners had 
approved the project and to 
provide a description of the 
plant site without mentioning 
Exxon. 
"I feel it is important for the 
people to know that they are 
trying to override a decision by 
the Board of Supervisors,” 
contended Fletcher. 
“Just make it clear so the 
voters will know what they are 
voting on,” advised Assistant 
County Counsel Robert Curiel. 


The argument favoring the 
ordinance will mention the 
decisions of the supervisors 
and planners, it was shown 
The Exxon referendum will 
be 
the 
third 
referendum 
measure that has gone to the 
voters since 1968, when the 
people voted down a county 
ordinance allowing Humble Oil 
and Refining Co.. now Exxon, 
to set up a similar processing 
plant on the coastal bluffs east 
of Carpinteria. Later, voters 
voided 
another 
ordinance 
adopted by the supervisors 
which granted a rezoning for a 
proposed 
residential- 
recreational complex on El 
Capitan Ranch. 
Fletcher brought up the 
question Monday whether the 
May 27 date was a “ legal date” 
for the referendum, in view of 
election code requirements. 
Menzel said he felt it was, and 
County Counsel George Kading 
agreed. 
The county clerk’s office had 
informed county officials a 
special election on the question 
would result in expenditure of 
an extra $40,000 in taxpayer 
funds over and above the cost 
of 
a 
May 
27 
election 
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consolidated 
with 
school 
district elections. 
The 
County 
Tax-Action 
Assn , described as a taxpayer 
organization, 
stood 
alone 
Monday as favoring a special 
election after May 27. More 
time was needed, association 
president 
Harold 
Miller 
argued, because of the feeling 
many petition signers had been 
deluded into think mg there 
would be “ an oil refinery in the 
city of Santa Barbara" if the 
rezoning stood.

Exxon has “ no philosophical 
or political" qualms about a 
May 27 election, Hatch said at 
one point. 
Hatch then accused Slater of

achieve the May 27 date.” 
“ You are a genuine mind- 
boggler,” replied Hatch. “ You 
have done the maneuvering and 
now you want to place it on my 
shoulders.” 
Hatch then declared that 
Slater and Supervisor Frank 
Frost “ run the risk of creating 
an illegal course of action” by 
serving as co-chairmen of a 
citizens group supporting the 
referendum drive. 
The Exxon counsel also said 
he felt there was a question 
over 
whether 
the 
board’s 
rezoning 
ordinance 
was a 
legislative act, and therefore 
open to a referendum move. He 
said he felt the board’s action 
to rezone the canyon property 
could be interpreted as a 
“ quasi-judicial 
administrative 
decision 
not 
subject to the referendum 
process." 
Hatch felt if this were 
determined later, the matter 
would 
then 
have 
to 
be 
“ resolved by litigation.” 
In addition, Hatch warned 
there seemed to be a possibility 
that by blocking the onshore 
processing plant, and possibly 
halting the flow of oil and gas, a 
situation could be set up 
constituting 
“ illegal 
interference with interstate 
commerce.” 
However, the U.S. Interior 
Department has granted Exxon 
a permit for an offshore 
processing plant should the 
onshore project be defeated

The California Supreme Court 
Monday ended the 103-year-old 
practice of denying any dam­ 
age award to a litigant whose 
own negligence contributed in 
any way to his injuries. 
The court voted 5-2 to end the 
doctrine of “contributory neg­ 
ligence" and substitute one of 
“comparative 
negligence,” 
under which juries will award 
money damages to the litigant 
even if his own actions helped 
cause the accident. 
Juries will be permitted to 
decide how much each party 
involved in an accident caused 
the mishap and reduce their 
damages by this amount. 
For instance, if one person 
suffered an injury valued by a 
jury at {100,000 and jurors 
decided his error was a 20 per 
cent cause of the accident, he 
would get $80,000 
Dick Gabriel, spokesman for 
Fireman’s 
Fund 
Insurance 
here, warned that the ruling 
“will cause rates to go up,” 
although 
he 
said 
that his 
company's actuaries have not 
yet decided how much 
“If all cases that are now

Housing financing measure 
shifts to Assembly panel 


SACRAMENTO

Attention in the legislature 
shifted from the Senate to the 
Assembly today on a nearly $1 
billion bill

financing housing for low and 
middle income persons 
Supporters said it could mean 
up to 10,000 new or rehabilitat­ 
ed housing units a year, chiefly 
rental apartments, for persons 
who otherwise could not afford 
decent shelter.

It follows approval of a twin

the Senate Local Government

The vote, taken after a series 
of hearings that spanned three 
weeks, was 5-0, sending the 
measure to the Finance Com­ 
mittee for further study 
The housing legislation is 
being considered in a special 
session ordered by Brown to 


allow speedy establishment of 
the new financing agency.

Nixon's 
foundation 
to disband 


LOS ANGELES (U P I) - The 
Richard 
Nixon 
Foundation, 
formed 
to 
preserve 
and 
memorialize 
the 
acomplish- 
ments of the Nixon administra­ 
tion, has formally requested 
court permission to disband. 


Trustees of the foundation 
revealed several months ago 
they had voted to dissolve it 
and leave its assets to Whittier 
College, Nixon’s former school. 


The foundation’s treasurer, 
Jack Drown, filed a request in

to 
carry out the dissolution and 
transfer of property. 


The foundation was charged 
with building a Richard Nixon 
Memorial Library to house 
Nixon's papers and memorabi­ 
lia. Little had been done when 
Nixon’s presidency ended. No 
site had been picked. 
The dissolution petition was

by

foundation’s 
seven executive trustees, in­ 
cluding four who were convict­ 
ed of Watergate crimes — H.R.

Other trustees in­ 
cluded Nixon’s brothers Donald 
and Edward, his son-in-law

In beating Kentucky for the first time 
in his fabled coaching career, Wooden 
used only six players against a team that

Kentucky’s defense had been able to 
knock off the No 1-ranked team in the 
country, Bobby Knight’s Indiana Hoo- 
siers, in the Mideast regionals. 
"I just can't believe a team could only 
play six men against such a fine. 


physical team as Kentucky and win," 
said Wooden “ But we did it.” 
Closing his 27-year UCLA tenure with 
a remarkable 620-147 record, Wooden 
won the big title of college basketball 
with the legendary Kentucky coach. 
Adolph Rupp, sitting in the stands. 
Rupp, now 73, retired as Kentucky’s 
coach three years ago after running up 


an amazing 879-190 mark 
In three 
meetings with Wooden, he won them all 
But Wooden's 10 NCAA championships 
were six more than Hupp could put 
together. 
Poker-faced Richard Washington, a 
slick 6-foot-9 sophomore from Portland, 
Ore., fired in 28 points for UCLA and 
was voted the Most Valuable Player of 
the tournament.

Surf fishing 
a good bet

Salmon fishing was at a near standstill at latest reports, due to 
the foul weather. Even the Santa Barbara area, which had been 
enjoying a good run of kings, tapered off last week, as few boats 
ventured out and few salnKMi were boated. 
Even fewer boats managed to get out at Port San Luis, and none 
stayed out very long. One boater claimed he was blown back in 
and hardly needed his engine. 
However, salmon fans, the (Nitlook is not 
entirely bleak. According to the folks at Santa 
Barbara’s SEA Landing, "It looks like the big 
fish are beginning to come ui. It’s about time for 
them.’’ 
A 26MriXHind king salmon was caught off 
Santa Barbara Sunday. Best salmon bait is the 
standard spoons. 
Surf fishing is excellent along the Santa 
Barbara ccast, with surf perch and halibut there 
for the catching. Also, small boaters might do 
well on halibut along the coast. 
The whale migration along the coast is still in full swing, with 
whale-watch boats running out of San Luis Sportfishing (595-7200) 
and SEA Landing (962^13). 


The sea was calm enough Thursday for Kenneth Blake of 
Lompoc to get out on a trip aboard "The Marauder’’ out of Port 
San Luis ^rtfishing. Blake, on his first-ever deep sea fishing 
trip, caught a sack full of large rock cod and ling cod. 


Freshwater fishing 
In spite of the chilly weather, fishing conditions have improved 
locally. 
At Lake Lopez, crappie and bass fishing has been good, with 
crappie up to 13 inches caught. The latest trout planting has 
produced some much larger fish, and the shore anglers are doing 
well again. Hottest area is the road from the "horse corral’’ near 
the Wittenberg Arm. 
Some blue catfish have been caught in Lopez. They were not 
planted by the Department of Fish and Game. We don’t know how 
the cats got there. Though we have in the past requested that the 
DFG plant catfish, there is no record of them having done so. Like 
the crappie, bass aind bluegill, the cats just arrived. 
Margarita Lake has been good on bass and crappie, but the 
climate has been on the very chilly side. We still maintain that 
this lake, with some proper management, could be made a top 
bass fishing water. 
As of yet, no new DFG director has been appointed. We hope the 
new one institutes a thorough review of the cat and bass fishing 
situation in some of our local lakes; and we hope that the new 
appointee will be a man of great fishing experience rather than a 
pmitical appointee. 
Recommendations may be submitted for changes in the existing 
state hunting regulations, to the state Fish and Game 
Commission. 
The DFG has warned sports fishermen that the season for spiny 
lobster closed March 19. It is very easy for a scuba diver to forget 
such a trifle when hot on the trail of a lobster. 
Lake Lopez, Atascadero Lake, Laguna Lake and Nacimiento 
River (lower) are scheduled to be stocked with catchable trout 
during April.

“Our March figures are still

Lt. Gov. Mervyn Dymally 
said Monday the number of

California is two-thirds the 
total number of jobless in the 
seven states with the highest 
unemployment rates.

increase in the federal price 
sui^ort for raw milk. He has 
maintained his innocence. 


The conduit in the alleged 
payoff, Jake Jacobsen, a long­

Washington calling by Marquis Childs 
Bottling the atomic genie 


WASHINGTON - A long time ago. as 
time is measured by the fantastic sweep 
if events. President John F. Kennedy 
called for help in getting the atomic 
genie back in the bottle. 
The issue was the 
nuclear 
nonproliferation 
treaty as the Russians 
continued to explode 
massive test bombs in 
the atmosphere. 
The treaty, finally 
signed 
in 
Moscow, 
was an achievement 
coming 
toward 
the 
close of the Kennedy 
presidency 
The signatories would forever forego 
nuclear weapons and the possessors of 
those weapons would move as rapidly as 
possible toward nuclear disarmament. 
Since that ceremonial signing in 1963 the 
atomic genie, in one form or another, 
has spread to every corner of the earth. 
The United States today has 30,000 
nuclear weapons of which up to 22,000 
are tactical, close to a third distributed 
in Europe and Asia, according to a 
count made by the Center for Defense 
Information. 
U.S. military guards supposedly keep 
these weapons — each one with more 
destructive power than the bomb that 
wiped out Hiroshima — invulnerable so 
they can be used only by American 
military personnel. 
In unstable countries such as South 
Korea 
these safeguards might not 
prevail against forces determined to 
seize them. 
But this is only part, really a minor 
part, of the genie’s spreading menace. 
More than 50 countries have 
nuclear 
reactors and about 30 countries possess 
‘ weapons-quantities’’ of plutonium or 
highly enriched uranium which could be 
used to make bombs. 


More than half of these have refused 
to ratify the nonproliferation treaty. 
With very little know-how, much of it in 
the public domain, they could make 
atomic weapons. 
This was set forth in detail in a recent 
speech by Sen. Stuart Symington who, as 
chairman of a subcommittee dealing 
with 
the 
military uses of atomic 
material, knows as much about these 
matters as anyone outside the Pentagon. 
The speech got no attention. The 
public, 
distracted 
by 
so 
many 
immediate troubles, would apparently 
like to look the other way. 
A nasty shock came last year when 
India set off a nuclear explosion. With 
characteristic 
Indian 
rhetoric, 
the 
government in New Delhi said this was 
only for peaceful purposes such as 
blasting for dams. 
Although the nonproliferation treaty 
had not been signed, the explosion 
seemed a violation of the agreement 
with Canada and the United States 
which had helped India with peaceful 
nuclear projects on condition that the 
plutonium generated in these projects 
be used solely to fuel reactors. 
The shock to opinion was particularly 
acute in neighboring Pakistan which has 
The explosion in India is taken as 
evidence that countries can evade the « 
system of detection of the International 
Atomic Eenergy Agency, established to 
prevent possible diversion of nuclear 
fuel in reactors in 32 countries. 
Only 10 to 20 pounds of plutonium are 
necessary to make an atomic bomb with 
the destructive power of that dropped on 
Hiroshima, equivalent to about 10,000 to 
15,000 tons of TNT. 
Yet 
close 
to 
90,000 
pounds 
of 
plutonium 
have 
been 
produced 
by 
commercial nuclear power plants, not 
including amounts used for nuclear 
weapons by the five 
nations with 
weapons.

The United States offered to provide 
reactors to Egypt and Israel, although 
neither country has ratified the treaty. 
With delays resulting from the tense 
political situation in the Middle East, 
France rushed in to sell Egypt a reactor. 
Not a member of the nonproliferation 
treaty, France feels free to get into the 
hot nuclear market everywhere. 
According to knowledgeable sources 
Israel is estimated to have sufficient 
plutonium and-or enriched uranium to 
make at least 10 bombs. While assembly 
of the actual mechanism could take up 
to three months, there is no information 
as 
to 
how 
far 
this 
process 
has 
progressed. Some of the world’s most 
brilliant 
physicists 
work 
in 
the 
Weizmann Institute there. 
When Turkey and Greece came close 
to war over Cyprus the threat of 
America’s nuclear arsenals was reason 
for serious concern. Responding to the 
congressional arms embargo, Turkey’s 
defense minister proclaimed that this 
country has “plans to manufacture atom 
bombs.” 
The 
State 
Department 
is 
still 
negotiating for the continuing use of 
American bases in Greece with their 
nuclear weapons as the Cyprus deadlock 
defies solution. 
As all this shows, putting the genie 
back in the bottle is going to take a lot 
more 
than 
treaties 
and 
earnest 
professions of good will.

WASHINGTON - (NEA) - If Pattie

difficult as now. By necessity and legal 
permission, the citizens of the day were 
expected 
to 
be 
part of 
the 
law 
enforcement process. Thus it was not 
uncommon, say, for a farmer to march 
in a desperado at the point of a 
pitchfork. 
The concept of team 
spirit in these matters 
has, 
however, 
long 
since died. The grow­ 
ing government has 
assumed virtually all 
control in matters of 
domestic security, the 
private citizen is left 
with almost no res­ 
ponsibility. 
Actually, 
the citizen is increasingly condemned 
for those hints of self defense he does 
retain. 


Vigilantism is a dirty word, private gun 
ownership 
is 
vile 
to 
some; 
not 
infrequently will men and women strike 
back against criminals only to be 
charged with assault themselves. 
No 
doubt 
the 
argum ents 
for 
centralized law enforcement are good. 
No advanced society has found adequate 
alternatives. A farmer with a rifle in the 
1700s may have been the only hope for 
law and order within hundreds of miles. 
But now there are 40,000 police agencies 
in the country, plus 15-million laws to 
back 
them 
up. 
Each 
are 
the 
complexities of the system including its 
lapover into the political intelligence 
wastelands, that the farmer and his 
plinker are, in most instances, merely a 
drag on sophistication. 
Albeit, the sophistication America has 
achieved with centralized security is not 
doing the job. The nation has more 
police than ever before (2.1 public 
officers for every 1,000 people and three 
times as many private security guards >, 
Berry’s World 
Graphs by Vaughn Proctor 
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No 
— 
this one has the VICE presidential 
seal on it I’ll bet what’s-his-name lost it here a 
couple of years ago!” 


Roof over our heads 


Several years ago this reporter did a 
couple of stories highlighting efforts of 
the women’s division of the chamber of 
commerce to promote a multi-use, 
multi-organization community center. It 
was to be in conjunction with a program 
of the Housing Authority using federal 
and local funds. For a while excitement 
ran at a high level. Then it died down. 
The problem is still 
there as acute as ever. 
Many community or­ 
ganizations 
literally 
have no secure or con­ 
venient place to meet. 
I got interested in all 
this again because of a 
personal experience. 
As founder of Lompoc 
Valley Chess Club and 
the only club official 
whose service covers 
the club’s six years of 
existence, I have been 
closely and painfully 
involved in keeping a 
roof over the chess 
club. The club has been housed in the 
Housing 
Authority’s 
Community 
Building on West Maple Avenue for the 
last several years, but the quarters are 
inadequate. The Housing Authority has 
been good to us, but the quarters are not 
large enough for the upcoming junior 
tournament for example and wouldn’t be 


available at the hours we need them 
anyway. I go into this detail because I’m 
told other groups have had similar 
problems. 


The chess club got started in Lompoc 
Library in mid-April 1969. Early on it 
was not unusual for 70 to 90 youngsters 
to turn out for once-a-week play. 
However, the library cannot allow any 
one organization to meet in the multi­ 
purpose room for more than a few 
weeks on the same night. The need for 
the rule should be obvious. 
After the library the chess club met 
off and on in the Press Club. Security 
Bank opened the doors to its upstairs 
lounge, but it was for only three meet­ 
ings a month instead of the once weekly 
that we needed. It was back to the Press 
Club, then to the city recreation building 
and finally back to the library. For a 
brief period we tried meeting on a 
different night each week in order to 
meet in the library, but that proved 
difficult for chess players to keep track 
of. 
We finally wound up in the Community 
Building. Until a couple of years ago the 
club was able to hold the Lompoc Valley 
Junior Chess Tournament there, but in 
recent times the space available has 
been restricted and there are other 
groups using the building on weekends, 
prime time for tournaments. 
The Jaycees meet in the Community 


Building, or did the last I heard and the 
quarters, as they are now, must cramp 
them. I recall when the Jaycees met in a 
local restaurant until the proprietor 
raised the fee to a point that it became 
economically unfeasible. Briefly the 
group met in the Press Club and then 
finally 
moved 
to 
the 
Community 
Building. 
In digging into these matters the other 
day I found the problem was still there 
area-wide and so was the enthusiasm for 
solving it. I talked briefly Monday with 
Councilmember Charlotte Benton and 
the Rev. Richard Harris and I got the 
same story: The community has to get 
moving with some form of community 
building to satisfy the needs that are 
bristling virtually on every corner. Mrs. 
Benton said about a dozen community 
organizations are trying to raise money 
for their own club houses. That includes 
the Boys Club and the Girls Club, both, 
organizations 
with 
severe 
housing 
needs. 
Mrs. Benton talks about a building, 
perhaps housing both groups and with 
quarters 
for 
a 
variety 
of 
other 
organizations. Talk to her for a few 
minutes and you can’t help but get 
infected with her enthusiasm. Harris 
has similar convictions: The community 
needs a facility to begin to serve the 
needs of clubs and organizations on a 
broad scale. 


This question of style leads me to 
muse just what criteria does the FFA 
use 
when 
it 
supposedly 
surveys 
America’s custom tailors and designers. 
Whatever the criteria, it has managed to 
circumvent the recognition 
that is 
rightfully due Sullivan 
Somehow Sen. Edward Kennedy got 
on the best dressed list. So did Cutty 
Sark president Edward A. Horrigan; 
Chase Manhattan Bank chairman David 
Rockefeller; 
actor 
Fred 
Astaire; 
restaurateur Van Rapoport; American 
Ship Building Co. chairman George M. 
Steinbrenner 
III; 
and 
Penthouse 
magazine publisher BobGuccione. 
How did they do it? Since they are 
such good dressers, I'm sure they have 
the talent, if not the desire, to select and 
wear Salvation Army used clothing as 
tastefully as J. Sullivan could. 
I concede that Sullivan may be 
untalented or undistinguished in other 
areas. He is not a magazine publisher or 
a U.S. senator, but he is an impeccable 
dresser even if he is a common employe, 
which he is. 
The only explanation, I suppose, is 
that 
there 
are 
many 
impeccable 
dressers in America arid it is only a 
matter of time before the FFA will get 
around to adding J. Sullivan to its 
important best dressed list. 


New weapon — us 


and is spending more money than ever 
for their effectiveness (New York City 
budgets some $6 million annually just to 
protect its schools ) — but for what? Not 
security. 
The U.S. crime rate has doubled in the 
last five years and some studies indicate 
there may be as many as 30 million 
crimes committed yearly now. The war 
on crime has been lost; only two of 10 
known offenses are currently being 
cleared by arrests. 
It is undeniable that one reason for the 
defeat is that the good fellows in the 
battle are fighting with legally imposed 
handicaps. Big city police, for example, 
no longer having the right of sudden 
search, are often powerless to prevent 
crimes they know will happen. Yet does 
this mean cops should be allowed free 
rope? Of course not. 


Excess in the hands of police is as 
deadly as it is in the hands of thugs — 
one recalls with anger the Dallas cop 
who arrested and handcuffed a 12-year- 
old boy and then shot him dead during 
interrogation. 


So what we have here, or at least have 
had in recent times, is a situation where 
private citizens give more and more of 
the domestic defense responsibility to 
public agencies increasingly unable to 
carry out the mandate. Only the outlaws 
have profited, the cops and the citizens 
haVe fallen into mutual despair. Surely 
it’s clear the apparatus is in need of 
restructuring. 


The suggestion here is that a major 
part of the mechanical work should 
concern 
the 
réintroduction of 
Mr. 
America into the law enforcement 
system. 
Police 
by 
themselves are 
woefully outnumbered by the enemy and 
reinforcements are vital. No vigilantes 
please, only good citizens willing to 
assist in, not substitute for, the law. The 
need is for new thinking in the ways the 
public can be effective, as an army of 
do-gooders, and for a reformation of the 
idea that we can purchase justice and 
security merely with hired guns. 


I have no illusion here that the 
suggestion will be soon adopted, the 
concept of citizen action in this nation 
being somewhat unhappily dated. Nor do 
I think that without reform in other 
areas 
— courts and jails — 
the 
suggestion would do much good even if 
implemented. But there it is anyway. 
The waters are getting rough. If we 
don’t sail together shall we all sink 
separately?
